Hookstown, Pa., was the "man of 
the hour" when the historic 110- 
miliion-dollar plant produced Its 
first electricity for homes, shops 
and factories from splitting urani­ 
um atoms. 
Waugaman closed the switch on 
an intricate control panel that sent 
power flowing from the station’s 
turbine generator into Duquesne 
Light Co.'s regular sy.stem yester­ 
day. 
"It was my job." said Wauga­ 
man mattcr-of-factly when asked 
his reaction. "T didn’t analyze my 
feelings at the time. Maybe I was 
just too busy, but come to think 
of it that must have been a pretty 
significant thing.” 
"You know, there’s no - differ 
ence between the electricity here 


and any other." he added. "And 
the generator controla are much 
the same as in a regular coal 
plant.” 
•' 
Called a switchboard operator, 
Waugaman mans the plant's elec­ 
trical control board on the mid­ 
night to 8 a.m. shift. His chief Job 
is seeing that the power flows into 
the company’s lines properly, a 
highly technical operation.

Farmers who now have land in 
the Conservation Reserve, as well 
ai those who are plannli^ to sign 
up under the 19.58 program, should 
understand the regulations in order 
to avoid violation of their con­ 
tracts and possib le loas of payment. 
Carl E Johnson, manager of the 
Pettis County .ASC office, points 
out severa’ b asic regulations that 
a farmer must ab ide b y in order 
to get his payment under his C<wi- 
servaMon Reserve contract. Among 
them are: There must b e no har­ 
vesting of acreage in excess of 
“permitííMi acreage,” which is the 
Bank b ase less the land put 
Is the Reserve programs; no har­ 
vest ng or grazing of Re.serve land;

Metesky , the court held, tried to 
evade detection. He feh guilty . 
Therefore he knew his acta and 
their immorality . Verdict: legally 
sane and liab le to^.stand trial. 
“ But he is not sane medically ,” 
Dr. I el Verne insisted. “The legal- 
ly -.sane part is b aaed on an old 
precedent. We need 
a re-evalua­ 
tion of these laws,” 
Many legal experts agree. .At 
the present time, New York’s Cik>v. 
Harriman has appointed a com­ 
mittee to look into these very laws. 
"Besides,” Dr. lu Verne added, 
"the nationwide panic that Mete­ 
sky created, with crank calls and 
all pervading fear will b e cited 
and studied b y sociologists for a 
long time. Hie national reaction 
was amazing—and significant.” 
Metesky ’8 trial, however, may 
never come off. 
Authorities at the stale hospital 
will not rehase Metesky b ecause 
of his phy sical condition. He has 
Io.st iwo-ihirds of a lung through 
tub erculosui, the disease that start­ 
ed him on hi* "mission to right 
wrongs.” 
On Sept. 5. HWl. according to his 
lawy er, Bart O’Rourke. .Metesky 
inhaled a whiff of gas while on his 
job with the Consolidated Edi­ 
son utility company . The gas, ac­ 
cording to reports made at the 
lime, b rought cm b leeding in b is 
lung.s. 
Mete.sky went to a hospital and 
then to Arizona for further treat­ 
ment. .Meanwhile, Con.solidated Ed- 
i.son paid him somewhat more than 
32.000 on his group insurance poli­ 
cy , b ut did not report to the Work­ 
men’s Compemation Board. 
Metesky b egan to write letters 
asking for money from his former 
employ ers. And then, when the 
two-y ear statute of limitations had 
run out, they suggested that he 
apply 
for 
workmen’s ccwnpesa- 
tion. 
"If Con Edison had reported tlus 
case to the compensation people,” 
attorney O’Rourke said. "Mete.sky 
would have received his applica­ 
tion in plenty of time. Now I’m 
try ing to reoi>en the case after 26 
y ears.” 
Can he (k> it? 
"That statute of limitations.” 
O’Rourke said, "does not apply to 
the insane. If I can prove Metesky 
was hallucinating at the time of 
his accident—euid I think 1 c a n - 
then we can convince ttie Board 
to reopen the case.”

The 
other was George Fred erick Han ­ 
d el, 1685-1750, master of the key­ 
board . The talen t of these two 
combin ed to prod uce on e of the 
greatest Christmas carols. 
Issac Watts gave to the world 
man y n otable hymn s. It was in 
1719 when he was sittin g un d er 
favorite tree on the Abbey estate 
n ear Lon d im that he wrot« this 
hymn , the paraphrase of a portion 
of the 98th Psalm. 
In this work 
he attempted to make David speak 
like an En glish Christian of the 
18th cen tury. 
Twen ty-two years after Watts 
wrote this hymn George Han d el 
kn elt in prayer, asked God to help 
him d o, somethin g big. Risin g from 
his kn ees he worked an d prayed 
con tin uously for 23 d ays an d n ights 
an d came up with his immortal 
‘The Messiah,” in 1741. It was in 
1836 that Boston choir d irector- 
composer Loweii Mason , 1792-1872, 
re-arran ged a portion of Han d el’s 
Messiah to fit tbe hymn Watts 
wrote ui 1790. So tribute is paid 
to two gen iuses every (I!hristmas 
a.s we sin g this hymn , “Joy to the 
World .”
